Blackburn will be absent next 
weck, but he informed your corres- 
pondent to-day that he would make 
arrangement with Judge Taylor that 
the report should not be called up in 
his absence. 

FIXING UP TITE NAVY. 

The draft of the Naval Appropria- 
tion Bill which is printed proposes, it 
is said, to appropriate $1,000,000 for 
completing the four monitors now in 
the stocks along the Delaware river, 
and $275,000 for finishing the monitor 
Monadnock at Mare Island Navy Yard, 
California, and $190,000 for the pur- 
chase of breech-loading steel guns. 
The aggregate amounts which the bill 
appropriates is a little more than $15,- 
000,000. It is further said that the 
draft of the bill contains some pro- 
posed legislation on the subject of re 
organizing the navy, and provides, 
among other things, for abolishing the 
rank of commodore.

„ BOB INGERSOLL UNMASKED. 


The low profanity and coarseness of 
Ingersoll has at last called out a 
“Seathing and fearless expose of his 
life and real character,” by Clark Bra- 
den. We are indebted to the publish- 
er for a copy of the second edition of 
‘ten thousand. Init the werter han- 
dies Ingersoll “without gloves,” as the 
saying is. Ina cartoon on the title 
page the angel of truth is removing 
the mask from the face of the profane 
jester, and reveals his Satanic Majesty 
of the forked tail which is hidden be- 
neath. The writer fortifies his asser- 
tions by a long list of personal refer- 
ences to living witnesses. 

Bob Ingersoll is the son of a Pres- 
byterian minister, who preached in 
New York and Ohio, and when Bob 
was ua boy moved to Illinois. The 
elder Ingersoll is accredited with be- 
ing a good man at heart. [fe lost his 
first wife and had several afterwards, 
but his children quarrelled with each 
successive step-mother, and separated 

_him from three of them. He had no 
control over his children, and his de- 
fense of them tended to destroy re- 
spect for himself, and he fell in the 
estimation of his denomination, and his 
last years were spent in poverty, ob- 
loquy and odium. 

“From early boyhood,” says the 
narrative, “Bob Ingersoll was known 
wherever he lived, as a ‘lawless, reck- 
less, disobedient boy, uncontrolled and 
spoiled by his father’s indulgence. 
He was profane, obscene, and rude, 
coarse and unfeeling in his sports.” 
As he grew up toward manhood, in- 
stead of working and helping his over- 
burdened father, be loafed about the 
streets and public squares, lounged in 
saloons and low company, and sponged 
his living off of his father. His time, 
except the few hours that necessity 
compelled him to spend in labor to get 
money to gratify his lusts, was spent 
in loafing, gambling, drinking and in 
low company, and in low and vile 
places of resort. Growing up in such 
surroundings, the matured incarnation 
of nastiness appeared at Peoria, IIli- 
nois, at about thirty years of age, and 
there he acquired some notoriety as a 
bully-ragging, bull-dozing lawyer and 
politician, in the pro-slavery wing of 
the Democratic party. He was always 
a pro-slavery demagogue in Illinois 
until Lincoln made him a Colonel 
of a cavalry regiment. In his only 
military experience he was chased into 
a hog yard und surrendered to a boy 
of sixteen. After being exchanged he 
resigned his commission. He next 
turns up as a Republican politician, 
and a member of the whisky ring, 
since which he has made a showing of 
wealth. He tried to secure the Gov- 
ernorship of Illinois, but his connec- 
tion with the whisky ring, and his 
profanity and blasphemy so disgusted 
many Republicans that they would 
not support him. Since then he has 
sunk out of sight as a politician. For 
several years he has gained his chief 
notoriety as a declaimer of ribald as- 
sults on religion. He has small legal 
attainments, and is never employed 
when legal knowledge is required. He 
is employed when rant, declamation 


and abuse are desired to bulldoze a, 


juyr. is followers are the lewd, 
lascivious, profane and gambling 
drunkards. They are represented in 
the character of Randt, the Illinois 
cut-throat, who with hands dripping 
with the blood of eight victims, drove 
the ministers away from him with 
curses, exclaiming Go away, Jam a 
Bob Ingersoll man!“ 

This expose of the character of Inger- 
soll becomes interesting only in connec- 
tion with the work he is essaying to 
do in his assaults upon the Bible and 
Christianity. The péople see the 
stream, and desire to know its foun- 
tainhead. He essays to lead and 
teach, and we naturally ask, is he 
competent and worthy? Shall we tear 
down our old altars and set up this 
new idol? Is he a better teacher than 
were our fathers? Has he learned a 


better religion in his intercourse with 


the associates he has had than theirs— 
the study of a life-time; the approved 
of the best of men for all time, and 
the hallowed of our Creator? Is he, 
acknowledging his ignorance of the 
way and his disbelief in any way at 
all, the man to guide us across the 
dark waters we all must ferry or sink 
beneath? Let each answer for him- 
self, and in asking let him remember 
that to judge a tree by its fruits is 
just judgment, for men do not gather 
grapes from thorns, nor figs from this-

It seems some- 
what evident to the eye of the casual 
observer that there is a case of crimi- 
nal conspiracy at the back of this 
prosecution which might not improp- 
erly furnish material for a criminal 
information. The law is sufficient, and 
we trust its enforcement against the 
conspirators will not lack the energy 
consistent with official duty. And as 
to the innocent victim of this high- 
binding prosecution, who finds the 
laws of the State invoked to prevent 
her return to the path of rectitude, we 
would remark that the talents of able 
attorneys might be better employed 
thun in advising the abuse of this un- 
fortunate Chinawoman—for unless the 
prosecutors iu all such cases are coun- 
seled by men of white skin and legal 
training, they could never succced in 
their nefarious work. There ought to 
be a society in the body of every com- 
munity on the Pacific Coast to give its 
attention to outrages of this character 
against private, ,ersonal rights.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 
Usual Routine Business with a few 
Episodes. 


New Contracts for Street Sprinkling Ordered 
Mado—Action on the Mayor's 
Veto Postponed. 


The City Council was called to order 
last evening at 7:10 r. u., President 
Moran in the chair. 

On roll-call, eight councilmen an- 
swered to their names. 

The minutes of June 10th were read 
and approved. 

Report of City Auditor was received 
and referred to the Finance Comwittee. 


The report of the Zanjero was re- 
ceiyed and read. 
—.— repairing of the zanja was ac- 


. of the City Attorney read. 
His recommendation to proceed avew in 
the Spring street sewer, was accepted, 
and the resolution concerning the sewer 
was read. It was moved to amend the 
resolution by striking out the word 
First.“ and substitute the word Tem- 

le. On roll-call to adopt that part of 
the City Attorney's report, it stood nine 
ayes and no noes. The recommenda- 
tion to deny the petition of Mr. Part- 
ridge to obtain water free on the Cor- 
ralitos, was adopted. He also — — 
that the Council had the original right 
to sprinkle streets, but by resolution, 
has made it the duty of the Board of 
Health; but that resolution can be re- 
scinded. This part was received and 
filed, 

The Clerk read the contract between 
the city and Harper, Reynolds & Co. to 
lay four hundred and seventy feet of 
No, 16 iron pipe, eleven and one-quar- 
ter inches in diameter, and dipped in 
asphaltum, at sixty-eight cents per 
lineal foot, on the Nichols ditch. Blanks 
were filled as follows: Time allowed to 
finish the work to July 2. 

Councilman O'Neil moved that the 
Council adopt the contract and the 
Mayor be instructed to sign the same. 
The roll-call was ten ayes and no noes. 
Councilman Cohn moved that the Zan- 
jero Committee receive the pipe and 
weigh the same before it is * 
Carried. 

The report of the Overseer of the 
chain gang was received and filed. 

Various bills presented to the Coun- 
cil were referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Under unfinished business the con- 
tract of R. J. Collyer for strect sprink- 
“ling was considered. 

B. Cohn moved that the City Attor- 
ney prepare new contracts for strect 
sprinkling with all four parties, em- 
bodying the idea that they will get pay 
for work only actually done, and that 
the city have the right to withdraw any 
cart when notin use. Carried. 

The message of the Mayor vetoing 
the street sprinkling ordinance was 
read, and action postponed one week 
on account of there not being a suffi- 
cient number of Councilmen present to 
consider it. 

Report of the Board of Public Works 
was received and acted on ad seriatim, 

Petition of A. Davoust to remove an 
adobe was granted. 

Report about grading 
street was accepted. 

Petition of Coulter et al. about the 
grading of Bunker Hill avenue, report- 
ing adversely, adopted. 

Petition of L. Harris for,the use of 
half of Temple street, and not Spring 
street, was granted. 

In regard to certain nuisances of the 
8. P. R. R. Co., on San Pedro and Ala- 
meda strects, and that of the Los An- 
geles Water Cv. about failing to repair 
their mains; and futhermore, if the 
Spring Street Railroad Co. does not fix 
the road before the Downey Block up 
to Commercial street, within twenty- 
four hours, the captain of the chain 
gang be ordered at once to fill the dan- 
gerous spot with gravel by order of the 
Council, and stop travel on said road 
till the company complies with the Civil 
Code. 

S. C. Hubbell was allowed to speak 
on the latter clause of the report. 

B. Cohn replied, controverting Mr. 
Hubbell’s points. 

City Attorney Hazard was called upon 
and gave his opinions. 

B. Cohn moved that the Council ap- 
point an expert, the Spring Street Rail- 
road Company a second, and they two a 
third, to examine the street railroads 
and report where the road does not 
comply with the ordinances. Carried.

Map of the grades of the streets of 
East Los Angeles was submitted, and 
citizens requested to meet the Board of 
Public Works next Thursday at 1 r. u. 

The redistricting of the city wards 
into five, so as to equalize the city vote 
was ordered. It was voted to appoint a 
committee of five, one from each ward, 
to redistrict the city. 

The chair appointed Cohn, of the 
Fourth Ward (chairman); Mullally, of 
the First Ward: Teed, of the Second 
Ward; Steere, of the Third Ward, and 
Weyse, of the Fifth Ward, as the said 
committee. 

In regard to declaring teodtain things 
to be nuisances was laid over for one 
week, 

Resolution establishing the grade of 
San Pedro street was adopted. 

Resolution concerning the grade of 
Bunker Hill avenue was read by the 
clerk. The protest of Dotter et als. 
against grading Bunker Hill avenue at 
the crossing of Court House street was 
also read by the clerk. 

Will D. Gould was also heard on the 
same subject. 

B. Cohn moved that action be defer- 
red for two weeks, and that during that 
time the property owners make known 
their grievances. Carried. 

Mr. Cohn as chairman of a special 
committee presented the profiles of two 
new school houses, one in East Los An- 
geles and one in front of the French 
hospital, and moved that the clerk ad- 
vertise for bids according to the plans 
and specifications to be handed in up to 
the next meeting of the Council, and 
that each bid be accompanied ‘by a 
check of 8250. Carried. 

The Finance Committee reported 
favorably on the following bills: Los 
Angeles gas ete 66; Blakes- 
ly, $9.40; Zanjero, $76.50, and war- 
rants ordered drawn. 

The Finance Committee also reported 
favorably on the petition of General 
Meyer to allow redemption of $118 on 
taxes, and also that Mr. Rulo’s bill of 
$78 be allowed, and warrants drawn. 

Voted that the Chief of Police be in- 
structed to enforce the law against teams 
trotting across the East Los Angeles 
bridge. 

Report of City Auditor filed. - 

The Health officer reported that there 
were $9.15 worth of vaccine matter in 
the Wells, Fargo & Oo.’s express office. 
Warrant ordered drawn to get it out. 

Council adjourned at 9:10 p. u.

‘ DROWNED. 


Chauncey 8. Hutchins and John a. 
Averill 


Were Drowned Vesterday Afternovun in the 
East Los Angeles Reservoir— 
Rodics not Recevered. 


Yesterday evening the sad news was 
qtickly conveyed by word of mouth 
through our city of the death, by drown- 
ing, of Chaancey 8. Hutchins, aged 
seventeen years, and John M. Averill, 
aged nineteen years, in the irrigating 
reservoir, known officially as ‘‘9-E,’’ in 
East Los Angeles, over the hill at the 
east end of Downey avenue. 

The facts as near as can be 
gathered during the excitement of 
the hour are these: The two young 
men, who were both good swimmers, 


went in bathing in the reservoir be- 
tween four and five o’clock in the after- 
noon, accompanied by Hutchin's little 
brother. The three procured the boat 
there, and were enjoying themselves 
with it, when the little boy ventured 
beyond hisdepth. The older boys went 
to his assistance, and having rescued 
him in the boat. Here 
comes the mysterious part. After the 


stothe horror of the rescued 
boy, Averill and his brother were not to 
be seen. 

Crazed by their sudden disappearance 
he somehow got the bout to the shore, 
where he ruised the alarm. A man on 
the west side of the hill ran around, 
and a sheep-herder, who had observed 
all from the top of an adjacent hill, ran 
down to where young Hutchins was, but 
could see nothing of the two youths who 
disappeared beneath the muddy waters 
of the reservoir, The men were prob- 
ably there inside of fifteen minutes 
after the boys’ drowning. 

Word was at once brought to town 
and large numbers of people flocked to 
the scene. Chief of Police King with 
his men worked till nearly midnight 
without success. Drags, hooks, poles 
and ropes were used. Where the bodies 
went down is a vast garden of a sticky, 
slimy moss, in which the young men 
probaby became entangled. There are 
many of the usual theories as 
the cause of their death, 
but the truth will never be known. 
Chauncey Hutchins is the son of Rev. 
J. C. Hutchins, pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church of this city. Young 
Averill is the son of Mr. Averill of Coul- 
ter's store, and each have the sympathy 
of a large circle of friends. 

Efforts will be renewed this morning 
at daylight for the recovery of the 
bodies.

is STATUS OF THE NE WATER QUESTION. 


“A Deesn’t Agree with 
“Country Jake.” 

Eprror Times: Much is being said 
and written regarding the decision of 
the Judge of the late Seventeenth Dis- 
trict Court, in the case of Baldwin et 
al vs. Los Angeles City. As many of 
the remarks made are wide of the facts, 
and the suggestions of your ‘‘Country 
Jake“ correspondent to-day evince such 
a lamentable ignorance of the matter, I 
make no apology in presenting the mat- 
ter as it stands of record. 

On the 20th of July, 1874, an iujunc- 
tion suit was commenced by the Mayor 
and Common Council of the city of Los 
Angeles against Leon MeL. Baldwin, 
and others, to enjoin them from divert- 
ing the waters of the river running in 
the Canal and Reservoir Company's 
ditch, and obstructing the flow thereof. 
Messrs. Thom, Ross and A. W. Hut- 
ton represented the city. The case went 
to judgment, and the Court decided, 


upon the proof presented, that the de- 
fendants had not taken any more than 
the fair proportion of water they were 
entitled to as riparian proprietors. 
From this judgment an appeal was taken 
tothe Supreme Court, where the ease 
was dismissed because the transcript 
on appeal was not filed within the stat- 
utury time. In this way the plaintiff, 
the city, lost its right of appeal, and 
the judgment of the lower court be- 
came a finality. 

On the 28th of March, 1877, F. A. 
MacDougall, then Mayor of Los An- 
geles city, filed a complaint to quiet 
title against Leon McL. Baldwin and 
others, claiming the full, free, and ex- 
clusive use of all the water in the Los 
Angeles River, its springs, sources and 
ditches, with the right to regulate and 
control the use and distribution of the 
water. The city’s representative this 
time was Col. J. F. Godfrey. Upon 
the showing made in this case 
(which is said to have been the 
first suit the world knew of to 
quiet title to water) the court held that 
the matter was res adjudicata, the 
judgment in the first suit covering the 
same subject matter having grown into 
a final decree, which gave the defend- 
ants the right to appropriate and use 
upon the Los Feliz ranch the amount 
of water they had theretofore used; 
namely, two irrigating heads. Upon 
the testimony introduced it stood un- 
controverted that the two heads were 
necessary for the Los Feliz people; 
they were using it and had used it. 
And perhaps it may be well to say here, 
for Country Jake's“ benefit, that it is 
a commonly indulged presumptiqg that 
judgments of courts are based upon the 
proof submitted. 

The appellate court was resorted to, 
to test the validity of this second judg- 
ment, and in delivering its opinion says 
there was no evidence to sustain the 
claim set up by the city that it was the 
owner of the corpus of the water in the 
Los Angeles river. In the former 
action the defendants were declared 
upper riparian proprictors on the river, 
and entitled to the quantity of water 
they diverted. Atthe time of the com- 
mencement of the second suit accord- 
ing to the testimony, the diversion of 
the waters of the river was being con- 
ducted by both parties under the same 
conditions that existed when the first 
suit was brought, and while those con- 
ditions remained unchanged the judg- 
ment rendered in the former action ope- 
rates as a bar. In other words, the 
city twice disputed the right of Bald- 
win to use two heads of water, the 
matter was referred to all the courts 
and the final decision of the highest 
tribunal of the state, is that Baldwin 
and his grantees may use the two 
heads of water they have heretofore 
appropriated. 

If the city had shown at the proper 
stage of the case that two heads of 
water was more than was requisite or 
proper to use on the Feliz ranch, the 
court was bound to have decided ac- 
cordingly. 

In view of the fact that the defend- 
ants’ claim ripened into title on the 3rd 
of April, 1879, by the decision of our 
Supreme Court, I apprehend that no 
one but a Country Jake would have 
the hardihood to suggest the ridiculous 
proposition that the presiding Judge of 
the late District Court, who tried the 
case, should of his own motion set aside 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
because I maintain that, in affirming 
the judgment of the District Court, the 
Supreme Court adopted it. And in this 
connection I would commend to the at- 
tention of Country Jake the fact 
that however desirous a Judge may be 
to set aside a final judgment, it is hap- 
pily and properly placed outside his 
province so to do.
